Yates & Farm er, local grocers, was 
heard Friday in Justice K err's court, 
testim ony anti argum ent occupying the 
entire day 
At the close of the a r­ 
gument at 4:30 in the evening the 
justice reserved judgm ent 
until 
10 
o’clock Saturday morning, when he 
rendered judgm ent 
in 
favor of the 
plaintiff for the full am ount asked 
for, $90, with 35 cents interest, and 
the costs. 
The defense at once 
ex­ 
cepted and m ade motion for a new 
trial, which was overruled. 
The ex­ 
ception of the defense was noted. The 
case will probably go to common pleas 
court. 
Heacock, who had agreed to buy 
out the Yates & Farm er grocery, set 
up that he had rem itted $50 to the 
firm to bind the contract, and that 
when he tendered $800 on the pur­ 
chase price of the stock later the firm 
had demanded 
additional 
security, 
which he was unable to raise, where­ 
upon they had 
refused to transfer 
the stock to him. 
He declared that 
they had iefused to return the $50, 
and sued for it, also asking $40 addi­ 
tional, claim ing th at he had incurred 
th at expense in moving to Salem from 
Pittsburg in anticipation of the con­ 
sum m ation of the deal. 
E H. Yates, Lloyd Heacock, C. F. 
Sm ith. Carl B rian and W arren Farm er 
were examined. 
One point made was 
the contention of Yates & Farm er 
fhat the $50 in question had previous­ 
ly been paid over to Brian & Hughes, 
who closed the deil, as commission. 
Yates and Hughes 
testified 
to this 
fact, but when Brian took the stand 
he testified that it had not been paid 
over until tjie action against the firm 
I had been started, and that it remain- 
led on deposit with them , conditional 
on the outcom e of the transfer.

THF JUDGES FOUND TUE DECISION DIFFICULT 


C harles E. Tolerton returned Fri­ 
day evening from Chicago, where In- 
had been in consultation with the a t­ 
torneys of the late J. K. Mackenzie 
and Dr. Robert, Coy, who were m ur­ 
dered by the Yaqui Indians last Jan ­ 
uary, in an attack made upon a party 
of Americans near Cobachi, Mexico. 
It will be rem em bered th at Tolerton 
w as the only Am erican who escaped 
uninjured from the attack. 
In addition to the tw o Chicago men 
two other Americans lost their lives 
a t the hands of the Yaquis, W alter 
Stubinger of Kewanee, 111., and Mer­ 
rill Call of Sioux City, Iowa, the latter 
being a cousin of Tolerton. 
A move­ 
m ent Is now on foot among the sur­ 
vivors of the m assacre and the rela­ 
tives of the m urdered men to bring 
suit against the .Mexican governm ent 
for indemnity. 
It is intended to ask the sum of 
$100,(H>0 each for those who lost their 
lives. 
Tolerton and H. E. M iller of 
Los Angeles, Cal„ the two survivors 
of the attack, intend to ask the sum 
of $25,000 each. 
It Is said th a t the 
governm ent officials 
have promised 
aid in fhe prosecution of the claim 
for indem nity. 
W hile In Chicago Tolerton called 
ujK>n the attorneys of the murdered 
men, and they seemed confident of 
having a valid claim against the Mexi­ 
can governm ent. 
In his escape from the Indians Tol­ 
erton lost all his |>ersonal effects, in 
addition to quite a stun of money, and 
while in Chicago on ills way home 
from the scene of th e m assacre, con­ 
sulted these satne 
attorneys in the 
m atter of securing Indemnity from th<* 
Mexican governm ent. 
It was in resinm se to their call that 
Tolerton went to Chicago some tw o 
weeks ag ) to consult 
them in the 
ease.

O., 
offering to give estim ates on the in­ 
stallation of a lire box or telephone 
flre alarm system in Salem. This was 
tabled. 
There are four of th e old cistern» 
which the board contem plates exam ­ 
ining to determ ine w hether it will be 
advisable and sanitary to keep them 
filled with w ater. 
They are located 
on E tna street, Newgarden street, cor­ 
ner of Garfield and 
McKinley ave­ 
nues and at the fountain on Broad­ 
way. 
Fire Chief Bolen reported that 
he had found the cistern in Sharps- 
burg, located to the rear of the old 
Sharp foundry site, filled with w ater. 
The board decided to investigate 
the arrangem ent which the city has 
with the w ater works company 
re­ 
garding the com bination flre hydrant 
at th e co m er of Vine street and 
Mc­ 
K inley avenue, which was form erly 
used to supply w ater to the sprinkling 
carts.

perance and humanity, which are out­ 
growth of the 
church's 
Influence 
upon the people of a community. 
In 
the auxiliaries of the church 
the women have ever been the prime 
movers, depending only upon the men 
for the funds necessary to accomplish 
their ends, which are always for the 
good of the community and humanity. 
True, the efforts of these persevering 
women were often in vain were It 
not 
for 
the financial 
aid extended 
by the men, but how much more noble 
are the earnest efforts of the women 
compared to the m an's indifferent be­ 
stowal of a dollar. The financial hand 
of assistance that reaches out to suf­ 
fering humanity is at best cold and 
inspiring, and how different from the 
warm hand of friendship. Though the 
needy one may 
eagerly 
grasp the 
hand containing the dollar, in tim e he 
will long for the closer hand of sym­ 
pathy. 
Too 
often 
it Is the heart 
which cries out in its loneliness, and 
we m istake th e cry and attem pt to 
. ush it w ith th e gift of money, think­ 
ing in our own 
vain 
conceit th at 
money is th ^ cure-all. 
W oman is endowed w ith th at power 
which perm its h er to look beyond the 
pinched features and see the lowly 
heart, and she is quick to respond. 
In our local churches the evidences 
of woman’s helping hand are to be 
seen on every side. 
Not 
a 
church 
within fhe city but has its own so­ 
ciety of women, whose work is all 
for the good of the church. 
Go into 
the Sunday schools of the city and 
see how the women outnum ber 
the 
men. 
The majority of the teachers 
in our Sunday schools 
are women, 


women who no doubt work as hard 
during the week as do the men. but 
on Sunday are there in tin* church 
with their classes. 
At 
the church services, too, the 
women fill the pews, which are m eant 
for tin- men as well. 
Nothing elHe to 
do? 
Yes, the Sunday dinner Is to be 
prepared. 
But still 
she goes to 
church. 
P ertinent to the approaching Eas­ 
ter occasion is the part which women 
play in decorating the churches at 
such tim es when special services are 
held. 
A trivial service, perhaps often 
considered, 
but 
suggestive 
of 
no 
small amount of worry on the part of 
those who may have the m atter in 
hand, nevertheless.

M issionary society, the m em bers of 
which are ever striving to help those 
at home and abroad. In the Church 
of Our Saviour is found the H arriet 
W att Guild, a society composed 
of 
ladies who m eet and discuss condi­ 
tions which, if left to the men, might 
never be bettered. The society serves 
j to bring into closer companionship the 
women of the church, who have done 
much to make the church w hat It is 
today. 
In the Presbyterian church are

gently for the church. 
As in these instances Just cited so

is the alleviation of hum anity's sor­ 
row. 
Particularly deserving of com­ 
m endation has been the work of the 
women of this city who have so suc­ 
cessfully established the Home 
for 
aged W omen, and have seen to it, 
through these years, that those at the 
home should he comfortable. 
The 
Dorcas society, too, Is au organization 
composed of women which has 
re­ 
lieved far more sufferlAg among 
fhe 
needy of this city than those of us 
upon the outside can evef know. 
The 
W. C. T. U., known the world over 
through its efforts to stam p out the 
liquor evil, is an organization

men.- In this city especially Its mem­ 
bers are zealous, and are ever ready 
and willing to

for the cause 
which it upholds.

probably done more In the cause of 
prohibition than the combined forces 
of all other anti-league organizations.

said of the 
g reat p art which woman has taken in

warded—Brav e Sailor Aided Colonies 


In Winning Their Independence. 


Paris, April 
15.—The remarkable 
search which Ambassador P orter has 
conducted for the body of Paul Jones 
has been crowned with success by the 
discov ery of the body and its identifi­ 
cation by the highest French medical 
experts as unquestionably that of the 
famous American 
admiral who found­ 
ed the American navy. 
A m bassador Porter cabled to W ash­ 
ington announcing the successful re­ 
sults of bis search. 
The body is in a 
good sta te of preservation considering 
that the interm ent took place over 
190 year* ago. 


tions, portraits and busts of the ad­ 
miral. 
The linen is in good condition. 
One article bears the initial, either 
"J ” or an inverted ''1’ 
The body was carefully packed. The 
limbs were wrapped in tinfoil, presum­ 
ably fur sea transportation, as indi 
catei in a letter <>f 
the admiral's 
nearos’ friend and a pallbearer at his 
funeral, Colonel Blackden, who said: 
“His body was put in a leaden coffin 
so that in case the United States, 
which he had so essentially served, 
should claim his remains they might 
bo more easlh removed.” 
Finding that all the internal organs 
were singularly well preserved the 
doctors 
made 
an 
autopsy, 
which 
showed distinct proofs of the disease 
from which the admiral is known to 
have died. The identification w as pro­ 
nounced complete In every particular. 
Care has been taken to keep the body 
in its present state of preservation. 
It will be placed in a handsome casket 
and deposited in the receiving vault 
of the American church on the Avenue 
de I. Alma until the ambassador can 
learn the opinion of the government 
concerning 
the 
most 
appropriate 
means of transporting It to the i'nited 
States and giving a fitting sepulcher 
to the body of the illustrious sailor 
whose place of burial had so long re­ 
mained a mystery.

T hat there were none of the usual 
fatalities accompanying a big East 
Side lire was due to the fact that tin 
destroyed building was used almost 
wholly by small clothing makers and

One was tlmt Buddha once took tiie 
shape of a hare, that in* might feed a 
hung* f fell >w creature, and was trans 
lated ,11 th. t form to tlie moon, where 
Ik* t nev erm ore abides. 
The second myth, as told by I)r. Gti 
hermiti« in hi- "Zoological M ythology.’ 
seem« more likely t<* he the genuine 
T lii- legem! says that when Indrn, dis 
guised as a fam ishing pilgrim, was dy 
ing for food tin* hare, hav ing nothing 
to giv e him. threw him self into the tin 
that lo* might be roasted for his bene­ 
fit. and the grateful Indrn translated 
the anim al to the moon. 
There are sev eral other reasons why 
the'’ha re w as chosen to sym bolize the 
in01 >n. One w as that it is a nocturnal 
anim al and com es out at night to feed; 
another that the fem ale carries her 
young for a month, thus representing 
the lunar cycle; another that the hare 
w as thought by the ancients to be abb 
to change its sex like the moon, which 
as it w axed or waned w as regarded 
as m asculine or feminine. 
Sir Thomas Brown says that this was 
affirmed by Archelaus, IMutarch and 
many others. 
Pliny, who is,n ot men 
tioned by Sir Thomas, giv es it the 
w eight of liia authority in his "Natural 
H istory.” The historian of "Vulgar Kr 
rors" dev otes a chapter to tin* subject 
but is extrem ely cautious in his deal­ 
ings with it. considering it quite possi 
ble that such a change m ight take 
place, but in exceptional instances 
only 
and certainly not annually, as tlie an 
d en ts assorted.

The o rigin o f the practice has 
no t been satisfacto rily traced, but the 
statem ent is made that In the y ear 
17S"> a small co mpany o f H ermans sail­ 
ed up the Po to mac and established be­ 
lo w the present Geo rgeto wn a settle­ 
ment which they named Ham burg, and 
it is po ssible that the custo m o f ro lling 
Faster eggs o wes to these pio uccrs its 
intro ductio n into the United States. 
Amo ng the settlers, perhaps, was a 
descendant o f the Princess o f Burgun- 
dy , who , acco rding to traditio n, cen­ 
turies ago dipped eggs in dy es, hid 
them in her palace gro unds and then 
invited po o r children to search fo r 
them. 
One who has never witnessed the 
spo rt o f egg ro lling canno t realize ho w 
much enjo y m ent there is to be had 
fro m it. 
Lo ng ago the capito l gro unds 
were used fo r it. 
There were lo ng, 
grassy terraces, and the scho o l children 
gathered upo n them, set the gaudy o b­ 
jects to ro lling, then gathered them ­ 
selves into a ball and fo llo wed them, 
to the detrim ent no t o nly o f their 
clo thes, but o f the grass. 
So me hard 
hearted perso n o r perso ns sto pped this, 
and after awhile o ne who will ever 
ho ld a sacred place lu the hearts o f 
the children suggested and o btuined 
the “White Ho use lo t" fo r the annual 
spo rt. 
The children sit o r stand in squads, 
and the gay ly co lo red eggs are started 
o n their do w nward co urse, turning o ver 
and o ver and gaining mo mentum with 
each revo lutio n until they have reached 
the bo tto m in safety o r, having struck 
ano ther in its do wnward flight, is bro ­ 
ken o r dashed to pieces. 
The children rush away to reco ver 
the spo ils, and when the egg is resto red 
to its rightful o wner the feast begins. 
It is an o rderly cro wd, and this is to 
be wo ndered at when it is taken into 
co nsideratio n that no t less than 15.0U0 
children spend the day to gether. 
The cro wning jo y is when the Ma­ 
rine band, dressed in scarlet eo uts, 
which seem to vie with the gay ly co l­ 
o red tulips no dding in their beds clo se 
by , strikes up a po pular air and co n­ 
tinues to play until the time to go 
ho me. 
When the strains o f “Hail to the 
t'hief!” are heard it is the signal fo r 
wild and enthusiastic cheering, fo r all 
kno w that the chief m agistrate o f the 
natio n has co me o ut o n the po rtico to 
watch the children. 
He is usually ac­ 
co mpanied by his wife and a number 
o f his o fficial family . The children are 
made happy by uo ds. smiles and friend­ 
ly reco gnitio n with a wave o f the 
hand. 
At last “The Star Spangled Banner" 
is struck up, and the children kno w 
th at their happy day is at an end. fo r 
that is the last number play ed, and it 
is the signal to disperse.- Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

Com mercially th e 
bulbs arc divided into th ree classes— 
fire to sevens, seven to nines and nine 
to elevens. Th ese designations repre­ 
sent th e average circum ferences of th e 
bulbs in inch es. A fiv e to sev en bulb 
sh ould l>ear fiv e o r six perfect blos­ 
soms. 
a sev en to nine bulb, if giv en

•gh t flowers. The la rgest size lily bulb 
is expected to furnish fro m ten to six­ 
teen extra la rge blo sso m s. The prices 
of bulbs are gra ded a cco rding to th eir 
tlze. 


Th e stock used to keep up the succes­ 
sion of bulbs is deriv ed fro m the sm a ll­ 
er ones, as a rule. So m etim es, ho wev er,

The goal of all these pil­ 
grims is the holy sepulcher.

which is open to Christians of all sects, 
but attached to Its sides are a multi 
tude of churches, chapels and shrines 
belonging to tin* different^ creeds, in 
which are to be seen no less than thir­ 
ty-seven “ holy places” of more or loss 
doubtful authenticity.

<>t the most interesting is that known 
as the “ adoration of the column of the 
scourging.” which is held in one of 
1 he Human Catholic chapels. 
H ere a : 
broken pillar of red granite, believed 
by the credulous pilgrim s to be the 
very pillar to which our Lord w as 
bound when lie was scourged, is ex­ 
posed on the altar for the edification 
of the faithful. 
Among the eastern 
* hristians, especially the R ussians, this 
relic is held in great veneration, and as 
it is uncovered once a year, on Holy 
Thursday, the crowd to view It is im ­ 
mense, the people struggling and fight- j 
ing for a forem ost place, while the t 
Turkish soldiers, whose duty it is to ’ 
keep order in the sanctuary, use their 
long whips on men and wom en alike. 
The ceremony of foot w ashing is per­ 
formed by tw o sects 
by the Roman 
Catholics and the (¡reeks. 
The ceremony connected 
with the 
“ holy tire” takes place beneath the 
central dome in and around the holy 
sepulcher. 
Erom 
Hood 
Friday 
to 
E aster eve this part of the edifice Is 
closed. 
The people, how ever, w ho are 
Inside—and som e go there tw o or three 
days 
in 
advance—are 
not 
expelled. 
According to ancient tradition, the sa­ 
cred fire descends from lieaveu into 
the holy sepulcher once every year, on 
the afternoon of Easter eve. and this 
fire is supposed to cleanse the faithful 
from their sins. 
Every one, therefore, 
who w ishes to take part in this m ys 
furious rite provides fgm self with a 
bundle of candles, which he w ill light 
from the sacred fire Itself. 
The poo 
pie, who belong exclusively to the Or 
thodox (¡reek church, cro*wd the whole 
Interior of the rotunda and the great 
gallery overlooking the tomb, and as 
Easter eve wears on they work them ­ 
selves Into a state of intense excite 
mcnt, calling upon the sacred fire to 
descend. 
A t 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
a (¡reek priest, borne on the shoulders 
of several half naked porters, makes 
his w ay into the crowd and, approach 
ing one of the tw o holes in the w all of 
the tomb, thrusts a torch into the in­ 
terior, where the (¡reek patriarch of 
J erusalem and his chief clergy are at 
prayer. 
A 
m oment 
later In* 
w ith­ 
draw s it aligh t—with the sacred fire— 
and is curried by the porters through 
the throng to the (¡reek chapel. 
The crowd in a state of frenzy rushes 
toward the priest to try to light a 
candle at the sacred torch, and the 
vast edifice resounds with the <cry, 
“ The fire has cV>me!” 
To protect the 
priest the Turkish soldiers are obliged 
to drive back the people w ith the butts 
of their guns, while Hie p olice'k eep 
them iu order with the lash. 
The only 
persons who remain calm are the gov­ 
ernor of J erusalem and his principal 
officers, who, seated on a raised dais, 
survey the scene with true Turkish 
im perturbability.

A Saint Anton« F low er« , an A n sel la

lily to be a saint am ong flowers, and

er nam e is just us sw eet, ho the calla 
is the acknow ledged type of absolute 
statuesqueuess of form and purity of 
color, and the beauty of these w hite 
flowers befits solem n and lofty sut 
roundings.

Legends iu plenty cluster about the i 
lily. 
One legend of very ancient (late < 
gives the supposed origin of "the lily, ( 
of all children of the spring tin* palest; ' 
fairest, 
too, 
where 
fair ones 
are.” 1 
Long centuries ago angels com ing as < 
celestial visitants to earth found it 
bare and gloomy iu comparison with i 
the eternal blooms of their home in j 
paradise. 
They entered rocky tom bs t 
and took the shiuiug m antles off the 
blessed dead and changed them 
to 
flowers. 
From this com es the beauti­ 
ful and 
poetic superstition that on 
Easter morning in every lily hud is | 
hidden an angel. 
A beautiful ancient tradition, which ' 
is inserted In the I’roto gospel of St. 
J anies and m entioned by St. J erome, 
relates that the candidates for the Vir­ 
gin Mary’s hand after having invoked 
the Lord's blessing left each his own 
rod or staff iu the tem ple in the even ­ 
ing and that next morning the dry 
rod of J oseph w as found green and 
blos’somed with lily flowers. 
Another pretty legend is that Mary 
on her way to the temple plucked a 
lily, and upon pressing it to her breast 
it became white. 
“ Lily of the Virgin,” 
“ Madonna flower” and several other 
m ystical n am es were given to the lily, 
having 
reference to this legend. 
The 
flower lias been for centuries regarded 
as an em blem of purity and innocence. 
As I’ercival says: 
Innocence shines in the lily's bell 
Pure us the heart In Its native heaven.
